For«ier Saloon flan Shot to Death 
In the Edge of Hopkins 
County. 



Gus Mcintosh, a former saloon 
keeper ot Mannington, was shot 
five Utiles and killed by Lewis 
Wilbert, a young son of Dan Wil- 
bert, postmaster at Mannington, 
Tuesday. The killing grew out of 
an old difficulty in which Wilbert 
was shot and wounded by Mcintosh.

tune to make some comment 
upon the advisability of the people 
of the Second district keeping their 
member of congress for a longer pe- 
riod of service in that position. 

In some way the idea has pre- 
vailed that two terms in congress 
is all that a man should be per- 
mitted to fill from this district. 
There have been two exceptions to 

rule since the war, as we 
member — Hon. James A. McKenzie 
ng served three terms and Hon, 
W. T. Ellis three terms. The oth- 
er members from this district have 
served either only one or two terms. 
Just how this sentiment should have 
found lodgment in the minds of the 
people cannot be explained or un 
derstood, unless it grew out of the 
tact that twe termVfor the offices ot 
circuit judge, commonwealth's at- 
torney and county offices should 
have been considered usually long 
enough and the same rule was 
thought to apply to our congress- 
men. 

But there is a vast difference in 
the length of the terms of a congress- 
man and the offices named and 
still greater difference as regards 
the equipment required in order 
that efficient service may be ren- 
dered. To illustrate, before a man 
is chosen for circuit judge or com- 
monwealth's attorney, he has al- 
ready had experience in the line of 
duty connected with these offices. 
He has become familiar with the 
duties, has become qualified to till 
the offices by experience in theprac- 
trce and by knowledge of the laws, 
and is ready the moment he is elect- 
ed to enter upon the duties of these 
positions intelligently and dis- 
charge them satisfactorily. And 
the term for which they are elected 
is six years, and the usual endorse- 
ment brings the period up to twelve 
years or more. It will be remem- 
bered that J udge Cissell served as 



is not too long tor a circuit judge 
and commonwealth's attorney, (and 
no one claim* that it is) then cer- 
tainly the same period will not be 
too long for a congressman, who 
has to spend the greater part of 
one or two terms id becoming famil 
lar with his dutie* and acquiring 
an influence or prominence. If four 
years is enough for a congressman, 
then six and twelve years is to- 
much for the other officers named, 
when they are qualified in all essen 
tials when they enter upon their 
terms.

Take a man who can command a 
lucrative practice as a lawyer and 
he can easily make $3,000 to $4,000 
or more a year at bis profession, 
with the likelihood of constantly ad- 
ding to it year by year. As a mem- 
ber of. congress he receives $5,000 a 
year, but the expenses of a cam- 
paign for the nomination and elec 
frequently consume the whole 
of one year s salary , leaving $S,000 
for the two years. The cost of liv 
ng at Washington is high, and be- 
fore the average memberof congress 
finds himself "hard up" 
unless he has a bank 
account of fat dimensions upon 
h he can draw. After he has" 
>r two hard fights for re Domin- 
ation or reelection, he is generally 
willing to let go and try to settle 
down at something to make a liveli- 
hood. If he were reasonably sure 
of a longer tenure, it would be to a 
great extent different, and the dis- 
trict could generally command a 
higher class of ability to start with 
and a better character of service 
with the lapse of years as a mem- 
ber of that body. 

The East has been much wiser 
than we of the South in this regard. 
When those people find a really 
aluable man they keep him in con- 
gress and he does not have to en- 
gage in a hand to hand«cuftle every 
time to retain his seat.

In each instance 
the officer was prepared by previ- 
ous experience and was thoroughly 
familiar with the duties to be per- 
formed. 

Upon the other hand the con- 
gressman is elected for a term of 
only two years and. it endorsed, 
serves only four years. Unlike the 
officers mentioned he cannot be pre 
pared by previous training and ex 
perience to enter upon bis duties at 
Washington. He must first be 
elected and spend the greater part 
of his first or second term before 
even the most brilliant new mem- 
ber can be expected to make much 
headway in getting the run of con- 
gressional procedure or get impor- 
tant committee assignments, where 
the real work of congress origin- 
ates, and is largely determined. 

Now it seems to the Gleaner that 
it would be a wise thing, for the 
people of the Second district to 
change their ideas along this line 
and put their congressman upon 
the same footing as their circuit 
judges and commonwealth's attor 
neys, so far as the length of service 
concerned. This would give a 
congressman three terms of two 
years to equal the first term ol these 
other offices and six terms of two 
years to equal the two terms almost 
nvariably given those other offi- 
:er». 

By doing this the district could 
hope to be creditably represented 
and their congressman would cer- 
tainly have more weight in all mat- 
ters both local and general, than a 
new man just serving his first term 
or two. 

We do not put this proposition 
upon the idea that the people owe 
it to themselves, to be efficiently 
represented, and call attention to 
the disparity in the terms and con- 
ditions affecting the offices named 
to show wherein the people are not 
iocosistent. If six or twelve years

Accordingly.stray dogs 
instead of suffering death by as- 
phyxiation, will be slaughte-ed, 
dressed and rested, fried, boiled, 
grilled or friccassed, to suit the 
peculiar taste of the lgorrotes. 

On their arrival at St. Louis re- 
cently the 300 Filipinos suffered 
pneumonia. After a native council 
had been held it was decidedly 
the Filipinos that the absence from 
their daily diei of dog meat was the 
cause of their suffering from pneu- 
monia. 

One of those suffering with pneu- 
monia, by the aid of friends, man- 
aged to secure a prime piece of 
broiled dog steak. He recovered. 
This coincidence the lgorrotes call- 
ed an example of cause and effect. 
They at once appealed to Mr. M. K. 
Healy, who acts as their butler. 
Mr. Healy applied to the dog pound 
officers and secured permission to 
take all the stray dog he wanted 
for the table ot the Filipinos. 

The skins of the dogs may be us- 
ed by the lgorrotes for their ab- 
breviated costumes, as they refuse 
to dress in American conventional 
style.
